Credited with Production of 41,414 Lbs. Milk, 1221.4 Lbs. Fat in a Year 


viously recorded annual production reported from 

any part of the world is claimed for the Califor- 
nia Holstein, Johanna Hester Prilly 2011051. Her 
figures of 41,414 lbs. milk, 1,221.4 lbs. fat in a year 
are the credits she has received from R. M. Besdorf, 
tester for the Alameda-Santa Clara County Dairy Herd 
Improvement Association. Owner of this phenomenal 
producer is Martin J. Haas, San Jose, Calif., a com- 
mercial dairyman operating a milking herd of 150 cows. 
This record, of course, cannot command the recognition 
given to Advanced Registry tests, in which all excep- 
tional monthly yields are re-checked by disinterested 
representatives of the state colleges under the watchful 
eye of the breed association, and where daily milk 
weights are presented to verify the production of the 
single day per month upon which Cow Testing Associa- 
tion figures are computed, and where preliminary dry 
milkings establish exactly the length of the official test 
period. 

However, accepting it for what it is, it still is a per- 
formance of great interest to the dairy public, and while 
our Association cannot recognize it as an official rec- 
ord, it still is quite comparable in its supervision and 
method of procedure with similar records made in Eng- 
land, Australia, ete., under their Milk Recording So- 
cieties. It perhaps would rank in credence also with 
the records set up some 15 years ago or more in Japan. 
These Japanese records, which Johanna Hester Prilly 
has now beaten for milk production have been reported 
as follows: Ellen Pietertje Granson, 41,112.57 lbs. milk, 
1,793.08 lbs. fat: Frins Anna Rowland, 37,923.29 Ibs. 
milk, 1,827.14 lbs. fat. 

The following table gives the monthly credits of pro- 
duction for Johanna Hester Prilly:

Her highest day’s production, according to the own- 
ers weights, was 152 lbs., although 138 lbs. was her 
top on any day when the tester was present. She is 
stated to be four months along in calf at the conclusion 
of the year, which would bring her due to freshen again 





in August at which time her owner plans to enter her 
in regular Advanced Registry test. She was born March 
16, 1930, and was thus just under eight years of age at 
the start of her recent lactation. 

Hester was bred by Clarence Cagney, San Juan Bau- 
tista, Calif., who sold her as a heifer. She passed 
through several hands until finally reaching her present 
home in Mr. Haas’ commercial herd at a price of $80. 
After freshening, she was started on twice-a-day milk- 
ing, but quickly went up to over 90 lbs. It was then de- 
cided to milk her more frequently, and the milkers de- 
cided upon a 4-time schedule as fitting in better with 
the rest of the milking program. Other than the simple 
statement that she was a heavy consumer of concentrate 
feeds, we have no information as to her care and feed 
during the year. Her gross income for the year is esti- 
mated by Mr. Haas at $2,050. 


Mr. Haag recommends to President Roosevelt his 
experience with Hester as a means of liquidating the 
National Debt. Incidentally he mentions that her re- 
sponse to concentrate feeds taught them many lessons 
in feeding which were applied to the rest of the milking 
herd, with the result that their whole herd average is up 
about a hundred pounds per cow this year. 

Even up to near the close of the year’s work, the 
owners apparently did not fully realize that her produc- 
tion was so phenomenal and wrote to Supt. Norton for 
information as to how her performance might compare 
in size with other records. As a consequence of this 
co-respondence, Fieldman Nichols dropped in and saw 
her doing her stuff in January, and an official check up 
was made on her production in the final month. This 
checked closely with her C T A credit for that month. 

The pedigree will be of interest. Her sire, Valdessa 
Sir Prilly 405745, was a son of Sir Pontiac Segis Prilly 
(G. U. Clark herd sire) he by King Segis Alcartra Prilly, 
former Bridgeford and Pabst Farm herd sire. The sire’s 
dam was a granddaughter of King Valdessa. The dam 
of Hester, Alcartra Winnie Johanna 1040647, was by a 
Gibson-bred son of Winnie Korndyke De Kol Alcartra, 
well known son of the second 31,000-lb. cow of the 
breed, Winnie Korndyke Cornucopia De Kol, by a son 
of Tilly Alcartra, first 30,000-lb. cow. The dam’s dam 
is a daughter of Sir Johanna De Kol Rag Apple, who 
was out of Adirondac Wietske Dairy Maid herself. Thus 
appear in the pedigree three of California’s brightest 
stars in the Holstein milky way. In fact, every line of 
the pedigree, back a few generations, strikes breeding of 
known merit. 


We wish Mr. Haas all success in duplicating or 
approaching the performance of his great cow under 
official test another year, although it is much to expect 
of any cow. The front cover picture, taken during 
the last month of her test, bears evidence that she 
finished her year’s work in excellent condition, with 
no indication of a breakdown from overwork. 
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They’re Off to the Fair II

A Farms, offered the choice between a grand brood 

cow and her equally good daughter. In this case 
the Director chose the old lady rather than the ‘‘Miss.’’ 
Silver Glen has a working herd not excelled by any seen 
on that most beautiful of farms in the years they have 
been breeding the Black & White. Mooseheart, the 
child city and school that trains for life, in keeping with 
their cooperative spirit offered the choice of Illinois’ 
highest average producing large herd will be represented 
by Mooseheart Gracious Lady, weighing 1620 pounds, 
“square like a box car’ and carrying a real true type ud- 
der. Literally thousands of loyal Moose lodge members 
will seek out this representative of their great benevo- 
lent school as they visit the World’s Fair. Down in IIl- 
inois’ real corn county at Sheldon came a nomination 
from C. E. Braden whose small but excellent typed and 
profitable producing herd would do justice to many 
breeders engaging a lifetime in this cattle breeding busi- 
ness. Braden is a true Holstein missionary and his 
nominee is handicapped by never having been “dry” and 
not intending to be turned dry for fitting. Harmony 
Farms of Elgin, Illinois have a great practical producing 
herd well housed and perfectly managed. Their nom- 
inee, while exceedingly trim and of splendid type was 
somewhat smaller than the minimum decided upon for 
this show. The larger cows are bred for later freshen- 
ing. John F. Cuneo, outstanding figure in Chicago’s 
business life approved a selection made from his beauti- 
ful Hawthorn Farms of which E. D. Comstock, Jr., is 
general manager and our old friend, Ken Monson is 
herdsman, with the result that a great daughter of 
Ormsy Direct bred at Baker Farms will please the eye of 
Cuneo Press business clients as they look over the 
“Dairy World of Tomorrow.” 


Even with the loss of two great show herds like those 
of Joe Hill and Dick Paul, Indiana still has top Hol- 
stein-Friesian cattle. Clarence Gillman, Union Mills 
offered Bessie Ormsby Imogene, well known show heifer 
purchased at the Elmwood dispersal and now “at home’’ 
on one of Indiana’s exceedingly good small dairy farms.

Liberty, Indiana, got up from a sick bed to extend every 
courtesy to the Director in his search for good ones. 
Fultona-Fay Colantha, just a little lighter than our rec- 
ognized minimum, was selected as an alternate due to 
her persistent 75 pound per day production and ex- 
treme dairyness. Mr. Orr’s multitude of friends will be 
sorry to learn of his continued ill health. This herd is 
in the hands of his veteran showman and feeder with 
few peers Cliff Brooks, formerly with Elmwood and the 
Wisconsin Board. C. M. Bottema and Son, veteran 
showman of Indianapolis, and milk man who knows the 
game offered a very outstanding young cow so persis- 
tent in milking habit that great difficulty has been ex- 
perienced in drying her off. Those using the airlines 
over Indiana should watch for the Rose Hill Farms and 
the Dick Paul Farms both easily identified on a clear 
day from the 2.000 foot elevation. When do these out- 
standing owners aim reentry as active breeders? Speed 
that day. 


Michigan, with as live a state organization as exists 
for any breed in this Nation with two dynamos like Clar- 
ence Smith of the institutional farms and Martin Buth, 
National Director, working with a live wire organiza- 
tion offered the most perfect scoring group of nominees 
for the Dairy World of Tomorrorw. Every cow offered 
in Michigan could have been accepted with assurance 
that the Holstein breed’s story would be well told to the 
Fair visitors. Henry Wineman, Jr. of Detroit, heading 
the list with as angular and refined a little dairy cow 
(1585 lbs.) as was seen on the trip. A cow of similar 
type but just one size smaller was selected in the out- 
standing herd of Martin Buth, Comstock Park, where 
good ones are the rule rather than the exception. What 
a pleasure for a dairyman to see this beautifully balanc- 
ed and heavy producing herd now working in just the 
kind of a barn you would expect a real Hollander to 
build after these many years of experience. No breeder 
has a finer pair of boys bent on following Dad’s real con- 
tribution to Black and White cattle.

Michigan State Fair, ‘‘M. S. P. Michigan Jewel,’’ weigh- 
ing 1950 Ibs. and having 120 lbs. milk production per 
day to her credit, to represent Michigan’s ‘‘big house”’ at 
the Fair. The Miller Bros. herdsman respectively of the 
Michigan State Reformatory and Ionia State Hospital at 
Ionia, Michigan had ‘‘excellent cows’ to fill any man’s 
order and to meet, with the greatest of ease, the minim- 
um milking requirments of 75 pounds per day. Few 
herds in America are better managed, more pleasing to a 
cowman’s eye or more profitable at the pail than are 
these Ionia Institution farm herds under the Miller Bros. 
Both will be represented during the duration of the Fair. 
A. Wender & Sons of Iron Mountain, Michigan have 
two outstanding candidates fresh entirely too long to be 
considered as ‘“‘starters’’ but by virtue of their produc- 
tion and type are classified as top reserves. Let’s hope 
that a newly installed Republican administration whose 
slogan was “sound business” will not distribute this ideal 
institutional management so ably headed by Commis- 
sioner Strange and Clarence Smith as Director of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry. 


The state slogan ‘“‘The sun never shown on better 
agricultural land than Beautiful Ohio’ applies in full 
force to the Buckeye State Holstein-Friesian cattle. In 
this highly competitive area Holsteins have been able to 
more than hold their own in a highly developed and per- 
fectly balanced system of general diversified farming. 
I. D. Hadley, Ohio secretary, for fourteen years a true 
and earnest advocate of our breed, has made this show- 
ing possible. It fell to the lot of a small farmer-breeder 
to top the list of nominees. The Charles H. Lewis & 
Son Farm, Hamilton, Ohio represents one of those hope- 
ful combinations where a splendid boy is coming into 
the picture as active manager of the old home farm, 
where a small, nicely selected and well managed herd of 
55 head furnishes the principal farm income. Bessie 
Lyons Konigen is typically a product of Ohio familes of 
the breed. She has five dairy herd improvement re- 
cords totaling 66,802 lbs. milk and 2,355 lbs. fat under 
diversified farm conditions and two milkings. She has 
milked 83.4 lbs. per day on two milkings and her best 
single year was 15,000 lbs. milk and 540 Ibs. fat 


Bouic Brothers, on a level fertile farm near Marys- 
ville, offered the choice of a young heifer coming with 
second calf or one of their old foundation cows. No 
heifers have been selected but the old cow could well rep- 
resent any state as Holstein representative, she being 
what Ward Stevens would call the ‘‘old-fashioned kind” 
with great prominent hips and many days in the flush 
of her lactation running over 100 lbs. per day on three 
milkings. This has left wear on her udder which may 
not meet the stiff requirements. 


Toledo State Hospital has always been considered by 
this writer as the best general managed institutional 
farm in the United States. Lying on the fertile, level, 
well-watered land it yields potatoes, garden vegetables. 
silage and corn seldom equalled. And what a herd! 
Two cows of diametrically opposite type were offered, 
one dating back to Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld and 
weighing well over 1600 pounds and the other 1550 Ibs. 
with all of the style, quality and character demonstrated 
in the smaller cows of our breed. The smaller cow is 
under consideration as an early replacement and will 
probably ‘‘see the Fair.”

No fieldman is more genuinely appreciat- 
by his dairy cooperators. What a shame that V. P. I. 
Bess Burke Glen Juliet, illustrious daughter of the old- 
est living son of Marathon Bess Burke, and also carrying 
the nice name, “Glen’’, nominated from Virginia Poly- 
technic Institute had to freshen to an earlier service and 
spoil her chance. She truly represents one of the very 
constructively bred college Holstein herds of the country. 


Curles Neck Farms lying on low fertile flat land 
along the historic James River offered free selection 
from their large hard-working herd, all of which fresh- 
ened out of line with the required dates. Curles Neck 
is one of Virginia’s largest breeding establishments and 
few herds are blessed with more efficient management 
than that rendered by Roy K. Props, graduate of V. P. I. 
and not only herd manager but general superintendent 
of a retail milk business rapidly claiming its share of 
Richmond’s best trade. Iowa would have to change the 
wording of their tall corn song should they visit Curles 
Neck in October. Never have we seen such corn as 
grows on these rich river bottoms between the historic 
city of Richmond and the Atlantic Ocean. 


Richdale Farm, owned, managed and operated by 
L. J. Crowgey, Wytheville, former assistant herdsman 
at the Dr. Graham’s Farms in Minnesota transferred a 
pure Graham home foundation herd to Virginia where 
they have won a high place as one of the most profitable 
producing herds of that section, and many of the Virgin- 
ia state sales have been topped by his translocated Gra- 
ham-home family. 


Hollins College, Hollins, Virginia where beautiful 
southern girls absorb their college preparatory work 
under most charming surroundings while consuming 
great quantities of Holstein milk from as efficient a 
herd as one would wish to find in any state, offered a 
World’s Fair selection, although Manager L. Aubrey- 
Drewy, was fearful that none of his top cows would be 
freshening at suitable dates.

Hold Well in Face of Disturbed 


Dairy Conditions—Dinner of Progress Honors Veteran Breeders 


large attendance of interested breeders turned out 
A for Baird and Darcey’s 25th Anniversary Sale at 

Waukesha and Watertown, Wis., on March 29 and 
30. While cow prices reflected to some degree the dis- 
turbed price conditions of the milk market, the better 
offerings were reasonably well appreciated and good 
bulls were in strong demand. The general average for 
the day at Waukesha was $238.30 for 78 head (sale total 
$18590). At Watertown, minus the high priced tops to 
bolster the average there was a very creditable line-up of 
practical offerings, while complete figures are not avail- 
able as we go to press the sale managers advise 76 head 
brought $12,690, for an average of $167. 

Keen center of interest was the highly touted Mount 
Victoria bull calf, Montvic Rag Apple Triune. Although 
just a baby, less than 4 months of age, he matched his 
outstanding pedigree with type of really sensational 
promise. Backed by five direct generations of 4% 
dams, each with a record above 880 Ibs. fat, he com- 
bined very unusual] type inheritance along with produc- 
tion and high test. The dam, one of the greatest daugh- 
ters of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, was from the All-Time 
All-American Aged Cow, Triune Papoose Piebe. The 
sire, Raymondale Ideal Successor, bringing in this same 
line on top, with a double cross of Countess Abbekerk 
Hiemke, is a sire from which great things are expected 
at Mount Victoria. 

Bidding opened at $500, and broke so fast we could 
hardly catch where they came from, but a number of 
leading establishments were at least complimenting a 
great calf. R. Ray McLaughlin, Oshawa, Ont., owner 
of one of Canada’s well known herds, was the final pur- 
chaser at $1075, which was generally regarded as a con- 
servative valuation. Interestingly the runner-up bid- 
ders were a syndicate composed of Joe Piek (who sold 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst to Mount Victoria); Herb La 
Pien, who bred the old bull, and Christ Mayer. At 


$1050 they gave up the battle. Michigan State Insti- 
tutions (C. B. Smith, director) dropped out when their 
$1000 bid was promptly raised. This youngster will fit 
very well into Mr. McLaughlin’s present program, the 
herd including many daughters of his former herd sire, 
Montvie Colanthus Abbekerk (a son of Johanna Rag 
Apple Pabst, now owned by C. E. Johnson of Illinois.) 

Second high price was $810 for the Femco Farms 
bull, Femco Sir Bessie Veeman, eleven months old. He 
is a son of Carnation Ormsby Sir Bessie, out of a daugh- 
ter of Lady Pride Pontiac Lieuwkje (1186 lbs. fat), 
highest record All-American cow. The dam is expected 
to crack 1000 lbs. fat in this present lactation. Leo P. 
Dwyer, Barrington, Ill., was the purchaser, with B. A. 
Corbett of New Hampshire as the runner-up. 


Springbank Captivator Lad, yearling son of Captiv- 
ator from a full sister to Tom Dent’s world’s record 
Adaline heifer, was taken at $600 by Waukesha County 
Asylum, Waukesha, Wis. Mr. Dent was the breeder and 
consignor. Perhaps the flashiest thing in the sale was 
a black November youngster from Pabst Farms, sired by 
Pabst Sir Cascade Paul and from their famous ‘‘Wayne”’ 
family.

The Market 
ISORGANIZED and glutted milk markets promise 
D rather disastrously low returns for milk in the 
spring months. This situation, which is a general 
one, is the aftermath of the greatest flood of milk dur- 
ing 1938 of any year in the history of our country. 

The U. S. Department of Agriculture estimates 1938 
production at 107,155,000,000 pounds compared with a 
little over 103,000,000 pounds both in 1937 and 1936, 
and about 101,500,000,000 pounds in the two previous 
years. The previous peak was 104,753,000,000 pounds 
in 1933, just prior to the great drought of 1934. The 
same report states that milk production per cow in 1938 
is estimated to have averaged 4,520 lbs., the highest 
since 1929. 

This situation of general surplus production is the 
background of many of the present discouraging milk 
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market situations, although other factors have contrib- 
uted to the present disorganization in certain important 
markets, notably New York. — 


This prospect on milk prices is operating to depress 
cow prices to some extent, particularly the more commer- 
cial animals. We have observed thus far less effect on 
the prices of the better animals, as breeders evidently 
recognize in this situation the importance of improving 
the efficiency of their herds. When product prices are 
low, efficiency of production stands out in bolder relief. 


Bull prices have been especially good at the spring 
sales thus far. There seems to be almost a definite short- 
age of good bulls ready for service. Many of our lead- 
ing herds report themselves all sold out of bulls of sery- 
iceable age. We have heard the suggestion offered that 
the high beef prices which have been prevailing may have 
induced the movement of a larger number of older bulls, 
and then replacement with well-bred young bulls at cor- 
respondingly improved prices. 

We hope this situation will not result in the raising 
of an oversupply of bulls for sale and use another year. 
Breeders should still exercise discrimination in raising 
bull calves only from desirable dams that they can really 
recommend to their trade. 

The next few weeks, with many important sales sched- 
uled, will doubtless throw more light on the current 
status of the Holstein market. We are hopeful that the 
extreme demoralization of markets brought about by 
artificial means, may be only temporary and that some 
degree of order may be brought out of the present chaos.

Breeder Discussion 
E are pleased to present an unusually large num- 
Wire: of letters from readers this issue, mostly com- 
menting on various angles of the ‘““Omnibus’”’ Com- 
mittee report. We hope we may have many more in suc- 
ceeding issues before the convention, as full study and 
discussion in advance will be very helpful to the delegates 
in such action as they may take on these matters. The 
full report in question will be found in our March 18 
issue. 
Readers are urged to study it carefully and to give 
the Round Table the benefit of their thought. Some of 
the changes in procedure suggested may seem rather 
complicated and burdensome, but it really is largely 4 
question of what you are accustomed to. Several of the 
other breeds have separate birth deporting systems which 
certainly involve more red tape and detail than this new 
committee proposal, which in effect will simply mean that 
to get the minimum fee breeders will need to look after 
the registration of calves every two months instead of 
once a year as some breeders now do it. The job will not 
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take any longer to do if done oftener, and in fact would 
not change the procedure at all for many breeders. 

In return for that, breeders will have the advantage 
of a full refund of the fee in case of animals that die or 
which they may wish for any reason to cancel up to 15 
months for bulls, 36 months for heifers. We think there 
is no question but that accuracy of the record will be im- 
proved and voluntary selective registration will be pro- 
moted by this plan. 

The small adjustments of fees seemed wise to the 
committee on account of the reserve necessary to set up 
to care for refunds. May we have further discussion, 
please?

UR cover picture shows the sensational CTA record 
maker, Johanna Hester Prilly 2011051, whose 
story is told in some detail in our feature story this

Something to Think About 


A Guest Editorial by Glen M. Householder 


HILE the sale of cigarettes to women increases at 
W: rate unprecedent in the history of modern mer- 

chandising, the management of the fluid milk in- 
dustry in general fails to realize that the kickoff in na- 
tional appeal to women to join the fraternity of cigarette 
smokers was based on the rebellion of womankind 
against ever increasing body weight and waistline. No 
one will deny that the never-to-be-forgotten slogan, 
“Reach for a Lucky instead of a sweet’? was woman- 
kind’s first general invitation to join the male species in 
what has since resulted in the greatest conflagration of 
tobacco, since mankind became a slave to this weed. 

If the women of America have one universal aversion 
it is to resist increasing weight. Weight in the mature 
human body is occasioned by the presence of excessive 
fat. The very mention of ‘‘fat’’ to a human of the female 
species is equivalent to the reaction of the legendary 
waving of a red flag before the eyes of an enraged bull. 
The fundamental truth of this assertion is undeniable. 

Yet, fluid milk sales promotional schemes throughout 
the nation are based almost entirely upon an elaboration 
of the high fat content of fluid milk. The results are in- 
evitable. Ranging from girls in their teens to the young- 
er generation of grandmothers, women are universally 
boycotting the drinking of fluid milk, and thereby passes 
from the field of fluid milk consumers that element of 
our population which has brought to the tobacco indus- 
try the greatest era of prosperity in the history of mer- 
chandising a single product. A poll of cigarette-using 
women will verify the statement that almost one-hundred 
ber cent of the female smokers have been sold the idea 
that smoking tends to reduce weight. Still health of- 
ficials and the management of commercial fluid milk 
sales agencies insist upon loading their advertisements 


with the most obnoxious word in any woman’s vocab- 
ulary, “fat’’.

OPPOSES CHANGES IN FEES 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


I think it is a fine thing to have the report of the 
Omnibus Committee at this early date for discussion. 

I have read the report very carefully and my opinion 
is that from the viewpoint of the small breeder or the 
beginner those amendments should be defeated for the 
following reasons: 

. 1. The registration fee on males should remain at 
© present rate, as we all know the wealthy breeder or 
corporation, with the best breeding stock available, have 
the largest registration of male animals and are better 
rg to pay that rate that is now in force, and if one of 
7 € smaller breeders do have a male that they wish to 
egister, do not object to paying the present rate. 
I feel that the present rate on females is high 
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enough if we wish to encourage new breeders and to 
raise the rate as proposed would be to discourage them. 

3. The penalty fee of 25c a month if put in effect 
would, I feel certain, drive numerous so-called small 
breeders back to grade cattle, which would be a serious 
loss to the Association. The farmer keeping pure breds 
and depending on milk for his income has to adjust his 
registrations to that income at the most suitable time. 
Now if that would mean several dollars a head, he would 
just revert to grade cattle. 

4. The same applies to Mr. Misner’s amendment on 
transfers which I also think are high enough at the pres- 
ent time. It is a worthy idea if the trade could carry 
it. I believe if the returns from milk was as much as 
it should be, the state associations would have no diffi- 
eulty in securing members. 

I am more than surprised at those amendments sug- 
gested by Mr. Moscrip, a breeder well known from coast 
to coast who has prospered under the present rates and 
regulations, as well as numerous others. And yet, he 
would be willing to make the road a little harder for 
a beginner today. 

Our Association for the best breed of cattle there is 
has done very well through all these years, and I believe 
could continue with the same rates now in force. And 
if other breed associations tell their members to go and 
jump in the lake, it is not necessary for our Association 
to do likewise.

WOULD LIMIT BIRTH REPORTS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

In reference to the discussion of Birth Reports, the 
figures of the past year will show the actual size of the 
job if the report of the committee will be accepted. Dur- 
ing 1938 our association registered 81,622 animals from 
all members including 11,183 active members. Taking 
only the active members as a basis of figures, we have 
an average of seven registrations per member over the 
entire country. Knowing the conditions of my own 
state, Pennsylvania, we have 1,099 active members and 
an additional 4,000 non-members. From this state, 
there were 7,922 registrations. From the active figures, 
we had an average of eight. Assuming that half of the 
non-member breeders are only purebred bull owners and 
so would not do any registrations, we have an average 
for the balance of less than three per member. I can 
hardly believe that this figure would go for the whole 
country. The active member figures of the whole coun- 
try show that there are eleven states with less than an 
average of seven per member and my guess is that four 
registrations would be about the national average per 
breeder doing business with the association. This means 
that about 20,000 breeders must be contacted to explain 
the new ruling. Perhaps a third of these would be 
making six reports a year. All in all 50,000 reports 
would be a fair estimate for the 81,622 registrations 
for this last year. All of this work would practically be 
in addition to present registration office work. 

To avoid another Schmidt case was the cause for 
this Birth Report proposal. The industry should have 
this protection and my thoughts would be to give the 
Board of Directors the power to ask for monthly breed- 
ing records and birth reports of those breeders selling 
young bulls. There need not be any singling out but 
include all who sell five (or any set figure) bulls a 
year. From this point of view, I believe that breeders 
reporting would be cut to less than a thousand. Such an 
arrangement would give the industry the security of 
accuracy and integrity that it should have and save con- 
siderable postage and correspondence for both members 
and the association. With the proposed arrangements 
for Birth Reports I cannot see how the association can 
refuse registration for those where reports were not 
filed. 


The feature of deferred registration will not be of 
great value in our Type consideration. The breeders 
who are Type conscious will continually be on the look- 
out for it. But the largest share of our breeders are 
milk producers; and will look at the milk end and over- 
look style regardless. I know of several herds that the 
Comings’ Black-Leg heifer would never have been raised 
to breeding age and still Mr. Comings is proud of her 
and what she has done.

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OPPOSES FEE CHANGES 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

With regard to the proposed plan of offering an 
amendment of the by-laws for adoption at the National 
Convention, changing the present registration fees, I 
have read in the World of March 18 report of the Omni- 
bus Committee. 

As a breeder of Holsteins since 1909, I certainly 
think it will be a very serious mistake to adopt such 
an amendment if you want to improve the registered 
Holstein business. It is my opinion that the Holstein- 
Friesian Association will receive less applications and 
will have the tendency of increasing the number of grade 
Holsteins. I feel quite sure that in this part of the U. 
S. A. there will be a tendency of lessening the number 
of registered Holstein herds rather than establishing new 
herds. Also who is that can tell at such an early age 
how a calf is going to develop as an individual. I am 
frank to say I am not able to and I have tried to study 
the thing pretty carefully. I have purchased bull calves 
from other well known breeders who I believe were 
honest, and I know that some of them are unable to 
tell how a calf is going to develop even at 4 or 6 months 
of age. I have purchased bull calves from Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, Iowa and Nebraska and all were from 800- 
lb. fat dams with but one exception. Some of them de- 
veloped into very good individuals but I also was very 
much disappointed in some of them. These bull calves 
were considerably more than 90 days old when I pur- 
chased them and was very particular in trying to select 
calves from very choice individuals both on the sire’s 
side and the dam’s side. There was not one of them that 
did not show up good as calves. 

Should we not be careful in registering females as 
well as males of good individuality?

KEEP IN TUNE WITH NATURE 
Holstein-Friesian World: 

Prince Bismarck once said: ‘All dogs should be al- 
lowed to bark’’, and in that remark there rings a spirit 
of true and genuine democracy. In this article I propose 
to do a little of that barking without wishing to pose as 
heir presumptive to the throne of superior wisdom. That 
is far from my purpose, but it is increasingly evident that 
the world of today has become too artificial to be healthy. 
I am, therefore, of the opinion that the closer we follow 
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the course of Nature the more secure will that path be. 


The road of the enchantress is rarely, if ever, safe. 
easier to inflict a damage than it is to repair it. 


Artificial insemination is attracting world-wide at- 
tention, finding its most fertile field of investigation and 
experimentation in the United States. It is by no means 
anything new, for the practice is as old as the hills. The 
new program, however, is a departure from the old, and 
as I view the project now under consideration it appears 
to me as being charged with dangerous stuff. I am 
glad to perceive some stiffening opposition growing out 
of this controversy, because men seem to completely 
overlook in their unbridled enthusiasm for an undertak- 
ing of this sort that they have to reckon with something 
still more potential than mere man. Anything that is 
contrary to Nature must in due time find its laws resist- 
ing that which is unnatural for that which is adverse to 
Nature cannot endure. It would be premature, perhaps, 
to predict the evils that would arise from such a course 
so entirely adverse to Nature, but I do feel inclined to 
believe it would in time manifest itself in many unfore- 
seen ways. I have explicit faith in the laws of Nature, 
and I know from the most authoritative sources that 
you can not evade these laws without grave and danger- 
ous consequences, In view of these facts, I can not for 
a moment look upon the breeding by artificial insemina- 
tion without profound feelings of misgivings and dis- 
trust. It is of course quite impossible for me to see this 
problem with the same eyes as those of a scientist, but 
with Nature as my trustworthy guide, I can not travel 
outside the record to substitute the laws of Nature for 
something that is artificial, and so out of all keeping 
with that which is natural. 


Let there always be honesty before profit, and lead 
us not down the path that may mean our ultimate ruin, 
because it should not be forgotten in every quarter and 
every moment the hand of Nature has to be reckoned 
with. I may not be right, but Nature that has ruled so 
wisely has been running this old world many, many years 
can not by any stretch of the imagination be wrong. 

Here you have the bark of the little bow wow; what 
have the big bow wows to offer in the way of a bark? 
Our frontiers may extend to the banks of the Rhine, 
but the lines of demarcation on this question of arti- 
ficial insemination is far more important to the breed- 
ers of Helstein-Friesian cattle than our oversea borders.

SUGGESTS DETAIL CHANGE IN MISNER PLAN 
The following letter was recently sent by Prof. Edwards to 
Chairman Moscrip of the ‘Omnibus’ Committee, and is here 
presented for the information of our readers. 
Dear Judge Moscrip: 

This letter is addressed to you as Chairman of the 
“Omnibus” Committee authorized by the last meeting of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association at which I served as a 
delegate. I have just read the report of this committee 
with much interest as it appeared in the March 18th is- 
sue of the World. It is a good report and shows that 
much thought and work has been given by those who 
served in preparing it. I feel that you and the other 
members of the committee deserve the thanks of all in- 
terested in these matters for what you have done. 

I am writing to suggest one small change, however, 
in connection with your proposed amendment to Article 
IV, Sectiou. 43, which pertains to the transfer fee rates 
as related to membership in state associations. As re-

ian Association of America —-—-— 

My reason for suggesting this addition or change is 
that in some parts of the country——here in the Southeast, 
for example—there may be some states where there are 
so few Holstein breeders that it would be practically im- 
possible to organize a successful state association. How- 
ever, it might be possible under such conditions to or- 
ganize a regional association, covering two or more 
neighboring states, that would be able to function to 
good effect. Possibly some of the smaller states of the 
Northeast, e. g.,—Rhode Island and Delaware, might 
find it advisable to belong to such a regional association 
rather than to have a state association. You will notice 
that my suggestion leaves the matter of recognition cf 
any such regional association up to the national Associa- 
tion. 

If you agree with me on the desirability for this small 
change I hope that you will have it incorporated in your 
proposed amendment.

Lauxmont Farms, Wrightsville, occupying one of the 
most beautiful natural locations of any Black and White 
herd of America has contracted to furnish the Holstein- 
Friesian herd for the Edison Electric Farms at the 
World’s Fair and manager G. A. Burdick has a cross sec- 
tion of the Lauxmont herd selected for this important 
supplement to our display with the Borden Company. 

R. Bruce Dunlap, Director of Institutional Manage- 
ment in Pennsylvania cooperating with Superintendent 
J. W. Claudy of the famous Rockview Farm Prison off- 
ered an extremely heavy producer from that really great 
herd. A Holstein enthusiast wishing to learn what size, 
framework and scale can be developed in a large Hol- 
stein herd should visit Rockview Farm Prison, unques- 
tionably one of the nation’s great large sized herds from 
which the major portion of meat is secured for the in- 
mate population in addition to an average production 
approaching 15,000 pounds milk per cow. A cow typical 
of this size and constitutional strength is held in reserve 
for Pennsylvania’s first alternate. 

G. B. Robinson, Montrose, Pennsylvania, offered a 
very extremely dairy cow from his practical farm herd. 
This cow will be easily available to New York for a re- 
placement. 

The second smallest state in the Union, Delaware, 
through the courtesy of Henry F. du Pont, has made 
available the second largest cow to be accepted by the 
World’s Fair Committee. Winterthur Posch Dad Ok- 
rilmk, weighing well over 1700 pounds and doing 85 
pounds per day with the greatest of ease. She repre- 
sents a typical Winterthur Farms pedigree of intensi- 
fied breeding which will refute the old theory that close 
breeding reduces size. Cows of Winterthur size have 
made possible the expansion of the breed into western 
territory where alfalfa hay, sorghums and beet pulp are 
the basic feeds from which milk is made. 

One familiar with Holstein affairs would naturally 
expect Mark Keeney, dynamic manager of Overbrook 
Dairy in connection with Essex County Hospital, Cedar 
Grove, New Jersew, to be the first man to nominate a 
candidate for the New York World’s Fair to be held only 
a few miles from the institutional barns. Mark knows 
his cows only by names indicating affection and ‘‘Gret- 
chen”, registered as Essex Suzone Gretchen, with four 
lactations averaging 17,040 pounds milk and 534.2 
pounds fat in Class B and a sure candidate for 100 
pounds per day on the Rotolactor will represent New 
Jersey when ‘“‘The Dairy World of Tomorrow” opens for 
review. Gretchen’s dam is one of the 100,000 pound 
milk producing daughters of Old King Sweet. 

-M. J. Sheridan, Jr., whose Blossom Hill Farms, Le- 
banon, New Jersey, is one of the really successful milk 
distribution farms in the East has a beautiful black cow 
of extreme dairy type in training as New Jersey’s first 
replacement. This cow is just slightly over the age lim- 
it most desirable for this event but will be a welcomed 
addition as she can arrive on the grounds by truck with- 
in two hours after loading. Mart Sheridan’s herdsman 
is willing to give odds on a gamble that this ten-year-old 
cow, weighing only 1450 pounds, can exceed 100 pounds 
milk per day at the Fair. 

Dr. Jack Bartlett, human dynamo back of the Sussex 
‘County Eperiment Farm and New Jersey general dairy 
development program, reluctantly offered the selection 
of New Jersey State herds as practically all animals are 
under experiment and should remain at home. Peter 
Van Nuys, Bellemead, New Jersey, guiding spirit in the 
New Jersey Artificial Breeding Society program was a 
willing cooperator with no member of his herd freshen- 
ing just right.

the management of Baird and Darcey. The day was 
perfect and a large crowd was on hand to witness and 
participate in the dispersal of this herd so well known 
locally and so closely identified with Emil Titel’s breed- 
ing, and supplemented by a few additional consignments. 
The Struve herd was intensely bred in the blood of Ad- 
miral Ormsby Fobes, and this was clearly reflected in 
the fine type and good: production of the offering. The 
44 members of this herd brought $8125, for an average 
of $184.70, including a lot of young stuff. The outside 
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consignments of 15 head brought $1875, making the sale 
total an even $10,000 for the day. 


Top of the sale was the herd sire, Admiral Ormsby 
Fobes Beechwood 2d, a four-year-old son of the present 
Baker Farm-West herd sire out of the 1938 Wisconsin 
State Fair grand champion. This bull carries as much 
of the blood of Admiral Ormsby Fobes as an own son, 
this famous sire appearing in all four places as a great 
grand sire. Bidding was spirited by T. E. Courtney, 
DeKalb, Ill., was the final bidder at $400. The young 
daughters of this bull indicate a great future for him. 
Mr. Courtney is building his herd on Admiral Ormsby 
Fobes blood and he could hardly have made a more for- 
tunate selection. He was a liberal buyer of the top 
females, taking six head for $1565. These include four 
daughters of Admiral Ormsby Fobes Beechwood. Al- 
bert Wolf of Silver Glen Farm, St. Charles, Ill., another 
Admiral admirer, was another good bidder, getting a 
Beechwood daughter at $265 and three yearling daugh- 
ters of the new Courtney herd sire. 


Top female, Violet Beechwood Ormsby, brought 
$325, a three-year-old daughter of Admiral Beechwood 
Ormsby (Rawleigh herd sire). Louis Paullsen, Chilton, 
Wis., was the buyer. Veronica De Kol Ormsby, a four- 
year-old daughter of A. O. F. Beechwood, brought $300 
on the bid of Lake Side Farm, Elkhart Lake, Wis. Mr. 
Courtney paid $300 for Sir Ormsby Fobes, just turned 
5 years old, also an AOF Beechwood daughter. 


Much attention was attracted by General Ormsby 
Beechwood, massive five-year-old show son of Admiral 
Ormsby Fobes Beechwood, whose first daughters show 
rich promise. Fred Siemers, Cleveland, Wis., was the 
consignor; Albert Johannes, Two Rivers, Wis., the pur- 
chaser at $255. It is planned to give him wide service 
in the locality of his new home. Young stuff of this 
breeding was in great demand, even young heifer calves 
from the better cows going up to $140. Most of the 
cows had partial year records in CTA, the testing year 
in most cases including less than a full lactation. They 
looked like business cattle, however. Wisconsin and 
Illinois buyers divided the herd about equally.

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Minnesota’s Annual Meeting 


With delegates from twenty-two 
Minnesota counties present at one 
of the best attended state meetings in 
years, the Minnesota Holstein 
Breeders Association conducted a 
spirited meeting in Northfield, 
Thursday, March 23, marked by 
adoption of resolutions stressing the 
value of dairy products and demand- 
ing freedom and security in farm 
marketing, reelection of officers of 
the association and presentation of 
reports of active Holstein extension 
work, and by a program so varied 
and interesting, as to excite the 
praise of the 275 men and women 
who attended convention business 
sessions and the annual banquet. 

The Northfield Community Hol- 
stein club, organized March 6, 1903, 
was host to the state organization.

Announcement of the sale at Hart, 
Michigan, of the A. J. Willemen 
Herd, is carried elsewhere in this 
issue. The many friends of Mr.

Both these 
foundation cows are breeding regu- 
larly and will be sold in Mr. Wille- 
men’s sale.

As a feature of the banquet pro- 
gram, A. J. Lashbrook of Northfield, 
a member of the board of directors 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America, announced the county 
winners of the state wide extension 
program based on membership, herd 
improvement, cattle sales and ex- 
pibits, 4-H club work and publicity. 
The four top winners were: Freeborn 
county, with 7,660 points; Steele 
county, 7,615; Martin county, 5,995; 
and Watonwan county, 5,405. 

Fieldman Geiger presented the 4-H 
Holstein calf club gold medals to 
Quintin Tabbut of Pelican Rapids 
and Ellen Mueller of Arlington, the 
outstanding boy and girl in club 
work in the state in their division. 
Gift of a huge pitcher with two 
“steins,’’ both suitably inscribed for 
the serving of Holstein highballs, 
was made to Toastmaster Lee by 
County President Schilling. 


Flourishing Association 

Reports of nine local Holstein as- 
sociations on the work they are do- 
ing in breed promotion, herd im- 
provement, and cattle sales and 
shows, and of the officers on the ac- 
tivities of the state association 
showed the Holstein breed program 
in Minnesota to be on a sound and 
flourishing basis. Robert Geiger, 
fieldman for the national association 
and state secretary, reported the net 
worth of the association at $4,376 in 
his financial report. 

Advertising of dairy products, es- 
pecially the superior food values of 
butter, was urged by W. S. Moscrip 
in the president’s annual address. 
Mr. Moscrip stressed the value of 
strong local units in the Holstein 
breed organization, and pointed out 
the advantages of the Black and 
White shows, one of which is to be 
staged in Northfield next summer. 

He also dealt with problems of the 
national Holstein association and 
pointed to the difficult situation 
faced by dairymen generally, because 
of the surplus of dairy products, the 
competition of foreign imports, and 
the use of butter substitutes. 


Stresses Profit Angle 

The Holstein is the most economi- 
cal producer of milk and butterfat 
of any of the dairy breeds, Glen M. 
Householder of Brattleboro, Vt., ex- 
tension director of the Holstein-Frie- 
Slan Association of America, told the 
breeders at the state meeting. Mr. 
Householder stressed the importance 
of obtaining increased profits in the 
dairy business through good herd 
Practices and the adequate solution 
of problems of the dairy farm. 
Minnesota has gained 717 new Hol- 
stein breeders in the past three years, 
he said in a report on the extension 
Work in this state. 

Dr. W. L. Boyd, professor of vet- 
tinary medicine at University Farm, 
St. Paul, told the breeders about calf 
ailments and Bangs disease in dairy

Michigan breeders, particularly 
those serving the Detroit milk mar- 
ket, last week has plenty of reason 
to feel a bit jittery about the financ- 
ial success of the coming state sale, 
with the retail price in the city just 
slashed two more cents a quart, 
bringing the total cut to four cents 
since last fall, in a milk war to the 
finish between the doorstep dealers 
and a single large distributor who 
sells through cash and carry stores. 
It is certainly not a condition that 
makes for optimism, but Michigan’s 
best breeders are supporting the

day is at the Ionia State Hospital, 
Here is the home of Ionia Aaggie 
Sadie Vale, the highest living life- 
time record milk producer of the 
breed, with a total of over 203,000 
lbs. in 8 lactations. The 12-year-old 
Aaggie is now well on her way to 
another good record, and is safe in 
calf to the old Dick Paul bull, King 
Bessie Korndyke Ormsby. The 
Ionia herd has made an average of 
above 500 lbs. of fat every year 
since 1931, and the average this 
year, in the good judgment of Ionia’s 
efficient young manager, Herb 
Miller, will total near the 525-lb. 
mark. We will present a more com- 
plete story of this great herd of cat- 
tle in an early issue to come, satisfy- 
ing ourselves for the nonce with a

Probably better known for their 
Percherons, which have won the 
Woodworths nation-wide recognition 
at the National Percheron Show and 
all around the circuit for many years, 
they are also quietly building up a 
nice dairy herd, breeding their 
granddaughters of Michigan Mutual 
De Kol and Count Veeman Segis 
Piebe to their herd sire, Ionia 
Marathon Paul, a son of a famous 
Michigan bull, Traverse Echo Model 
Marathon. The herd has consist- 
ently averaged well up toward 500 
lbs. of fat since 1931. 

Henry Bourassa, up at Linwood, 
north of Bay City, who has topped 
the State Sale for the last two years, 
is putting in a likely contestant for 
the honor again this time, a flashy 
white 6-year-old with three good 
records behind her, a daughter of 
Blythefield Ormsby Supreme. Two 
other daughters of this sire were 
among the featured animals in the 
100th Earlville Sale, and this one is 
fully as worthy of the distinction.

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Tri-County Meeting 


The Tri-County Holstein Club 
held its annual meeting at Hotel 
Baker, St. Charles, Illinois, on Mon- 
day, Feb. 20. Fieldman E. M. 
Clarke presented a very interesting 
film on Artificial Insemination, pre- 
pared by the University of Wiscon- 
sin, showing very clearly the sani- 
tary requirements and methods now 
in use. After the showing of the 
film, a general discussion was held. 
The consensus was: that much is 
still to be learned about this method 
of breeding, and that its use would 
require the adoption of certain regu- 
latory rules by the National Associ- 
ation to prevent abuses and fraudu- 
lent practices from creeping in. 

The presentation of the annual re- 
ports by the secretary, Ralph Nelson, 
and John E. McQuaid, treasurer, 
showed the Club in very good fi- 
nancial condition (even though all 
members were given two free tick- 
ets to the annual banquet at Syca- 
more, the week previous) with a 
balance of $228 on hand. Charles 
Talcott made a detailed report on the 
Tri-County Holstein Club Bull Sale, 
held at Dundee, Illinois, on Decem- 
ber 17, 1938, when’ twenty-five 
young bulls were sold to Tri-County 
dairymen at an average price of 
$66.50, with the top selling at 
$117.50; eleven selling over $75 
each, Bulls six months or younger 
did not bring satisfactory prices, but 
those near service age brought prices 
in line with their values based on 
pedigrees and production of dams. 
It is planned to continue these an- 
nual bull sales for the benefit of the 
dairy farmers in the Tri-County and 
to promote the use of purebred 
rather than scrub sires. 

The election of three directors, 
whose terms expired, followed with 
the selection of James Hulmes, De- 
Kalb; William Kober, Dundee; and 
Herman J. Schmitz, West Chicago, 
to serve for three years. The other 
directors are: Joseph George, Cort- 
land; Robert B. Howard, Dundee; 
and Alfred E. Meyer, Roselle, whose 
terms expire in 1940; also, George 
A. Fox, Sycamore; I. D. Kindy, Nap- 


erville; and Albert M. Wolf, St. 
Charles, whose terms expire in 
1941, 


The directors then met and elect- 
ed Robert B. Howard to succeed him-

A letter from Paul Reeves, secre- 
tary of the Virginia Association, in- 
forms us of the final plans for the 
Virgina Summer Field Day and for 
the annual state sale. The Field 
Day will be held on August 17th at 
Curls Neck Farm, Richmond, Va., 
and the Fall Sale has been set for 
Thursday, October 5th and will be 
held at Orange, Va.

Lakewood Herd to be Dispersed 


Announcement in this issue of the 
forthcoming dispersal of the famous 
Lakewood Herd of Battle Creek Sani- 
tarium will be of special interest to 
our readers, particularly to the 
older breeders who knew this herd 
in its heyday. Before the untimely 
death of Mr. M. W. Wentworth of 
the Battle Creek Sanitarium organ- 
ization, this was recognized as one 
of our top flight breeding establsh- 
ments, and while in the recent years 
it has been maintained on a more 
commercial scale, its influence is still 
potent, and the Lakewood prefix 
crops out frequently in the pedigrees 
of good animals of this day. 


The herd was founded many years 
ago by Mr. Wentworth as a source 
of dependable milk for the famous 
institution at Battle Creek. A close 
personal friend of former President 
D. D. Aitken, they were jointly in- 
terested in ownership of several sires 
and bred their herds along similar 
lines. Foundation sire of the herd 
was Maplecrest Korndyke Henger- 
veld, a “Century Sire’ and a bull of 
great influence. Bred in the old 
Maplecrest Herd in Ohio, he was a 
son of Friend Hengerveld De Kol 
Butter Boy, out of Maplecrest Pon- 
tiac Flora Hartog, one of the great- 
est daughters of Pontiac Aaggie 
Korndyke. This was the. great 
‘long-distance’ combination of the 
early days of yearly testing. The 
blood of Maplecrest Korndyke Hen- 
gerveld has preserved through both 
sons and daughters and is still an 
important factor in the herd today. 
His most famous daughter was Lake- 
wood Maplecrest Amy, who made a 
record as a 2-year-old of 830.5 lbs. 
fat at a time when such records 
ranked near the top. Probably his 
most famous granddaughter is Max 
View Model Fayne (972 lbs. fat at 
3% years) and one of the Elmwood 
Farms foundation matrons. 

The female line that has exerted

greatest influence on the development 
of this herd springs from the cow, 
Belle Pietertje Hartog. She made a 
yearly record as a nine-year-old of 
922.46 lbs. fat, 25,257.7 lbs. milk. 
At eleven years, she came back with 
a 38-lb. 7-day butter record and an- 
other yearly record of 906.6 lbs. fat. 
She is not only the dam of Lakewood 
Maplecrest Amy, but also had two 
sons in service in this herd that con- 
tributed much to it. These are Lake- 
wood Maplecrest Butter Boy (full 
brother of Amy) whose 19 daughters 
in HIR averaged 11,160 lbs. milk, 
3.6%, 402 lbs. fat, and Lakewood 
Ona King Pet Canary, with 21 daugh- 
ters averaging 12,860 lbs. milk, 444 
lbs. fat. 

When the Herd Improvement Test 
was inaugurated in 1928, Lakewood 
entered the program and carried 
along with it for six consecutive 
years. The first year, milking 115.5 
cows, an average of 10,307 lbs. milk, 
349.2 lbs. fat in 279 days was hung 
up, a very creditable performance for 
a herd of this size. It was milked in 
a mixed A, B, and C classification for 
the first three years. The second 
year, reduced to 97.5 cows, the aver- 
age was 11,140 lbs. milk, 383.9 lbs. 
fat in 305 days. In 1930, 76 cows 
were milked an average of 317 days 
to produce 9,787 lbs. milk, 327.5 lbs. 
fat. The last three years were in 
straight C classification and the av- 
erages were 277.2 lbs. fat for-73 
cows in 1931; 297.8 lbs. for 84 cows 
in 1932; 305.5 lbs. fat, 862.4 lbs. 
milk for 80 cows in 1933. The com- 
plete 6-year average (not weighed 
to reflect the large size of the herd 
in the earlier years) is 9,411 Ibs. 
milk, 306.8 lbs. fat for an average of 
88 cows. 


Among the former herd sires, in 
addition .to Maplecrest Korndyke 
Hengerveld, were King Ona himself 
and two of his sons, Flint Ona Hen- 
gerveld Segis and Ona King Walker 
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Sire—M M KING ORMSBY 
average 3.8%, 4 
tested 4.2%.

Later sires have been mostly home 
bred bulls that combine the above 
blood lines. The three present herd 
sires include two sons of May Echo 
Plus Dixie, one from a daughter of 
Maplecrest Korndyke Hengerveld, 
the other from a daughter of Lake- 
wood King Echo Sylvia. The third 
is a son of Lakewood King Echo 
Sylvia from a daughter of ‘‘Amy”, 
the 830-lb. fat two-year-old, who 
also appears as great granddam of 
one of the other herd sires.

Seven head with CTA 
records averaging $164.86 and _ in- 
cluded the top cow. Three others 
with calves by side, without records 
but from A. R. dams averaged $172, 
while 31 head without records and 
from untested dams averaged $115.- 
53. Thirteen bulls sold for an aver- 
age of $129.85, while four bred 2- 
year-olds (not yet in milk) averaged 
$107.50, seven bred heifers (under 
2 years), averaged $89.64, and 
eight calves $48.75.
